My, Sumnuer at the Usoper Institute.
From the New York papers of lo-day.

Lastevening Hon, Charles Sumner leotared
pefore a large and very appreclutive audlence
st the Cooper Institute, He appeared on Lhe
poennlon noder Lthe ausplces of the Young Men's
Republican Unlon, and chose for his sabjeots
which be treated at great length, and with his
wsunl abllity—"Are Wea Nation?’ The mesat-
ipg was prestded over by the President of the
Assovlation, who lntroduced the orator of the
evening Lo his numerous audience In a fow ap-
propriante remsrks. Mr. Sumuper, in coming
forward, was very warmly greoted, and having
bowed his acknowledgments several times, pro
ceeded with hils address, ax followsi—

Mr. Présfdent:—At the close of a bloody Re-
bellion, instignted by hostillly Lo the saored
priugiples of the Decinration of Independence,
and lnpugurated ln Lo pame of Buste rigats, it
becomes 8 now o do whal we oan Lo provide
that these sacred principles suall not agsin be
omiled 1n question, and that Lhe¢ falal prelension
of Slate righis siall not agnin disiary the na-
tlonal repose.

one word, the Deglaration of Independence
must be recogrized ue a fundumental luw, and
Btate rights, 1o all their denutionalizing preten.

ARE WEA NATIONT

Arewennation? Sach I thequestion whioh
I now propose, belleving us 1 do toul the whole
case 18 involved 1n Lhe answer, Are we 8 nas
ton? Then must we have that essentlal, la-
destructible unity which velongs Lo & nation,
wilth ail thoge ceutral pervasive powers wihileh
minister 10 natlonal ife; then must we have
thint centrul necessary sulhority, lnherent ln
Just government, to protect the cltizen foall
Lthe rights of clilizepship: and then most we
bave tosl otbher central innlienable prerogative
of providing for the performanoce of all the pro-
misessolemuly made when we first elaimed our
place as & nation. Words are sometimes Loings,
aud I cannot doubt that our country would galn
in sirength and our people in comprenensive

triotism If we disearded lavguage wihieh ln
tself implies certain wenkuness sud possible
disunjon, Pardon me If [ confess that I have
never reconeclled mysell to the use of the word
“Federnl" Instead of “national” To my mind
our Government is not Federal, but national;
our Constitation 18 not Fadernl. but national;
our courts nnder the Constitution are not Fede-
ral, but national; our army 18 not Federal, but
patlonal, There 18 one lopstance where Lhls
misnomer doss not occur. The debt of our
eountry is always national—perha beoause
this Lerm promises in advancs additional sesu-
rity to the anxlous credilur. Liberky and
equality sre as much as doliars and cents;
they should be natiooul also, and enjoy the
Bamue security.

LONGING FUOR UNION AMONG THECOLONIRS,

Efforts for a common government on thls
side of Lthe ovean spon showed themselves, Tue
Pilgrims landed in Plymoutn in l6d). As early
a8 lvdd, only twenty- lwo years later, there was
a confederation under “the Uonited Colonles of
Now Eogland,” formed primarily for the comn-
mon velense; and here 1s the st stage ol naw.
tionality on this coptinent, in the preamble
to the articles Lhe parties declare:—"Wa, Luere-
fure, do concelve it our bounden duly, without
delay, to enter inlo & present consocistion
Rmong ourselves for mutual help aod streongin
in ®)l our future concernmonts, that, as in
nation and rellglon, 8o, secondly, In toe comn-
mon rightsol cllizenship co-extensive with tue
polonies, and the consequent righls of every
colony in every other colony." 'Thecolonles
gréew In populstion and power, No looger
merely seatiered seltements, they began Lo wot
a part in history. Auxlous especially agulust
French domination, willch already existed lo
Cunnds, and was extending sloug the laicas
to tue Mississippl, they came Logeloer
in Congress at Albauoy In 1751 1o luke measures
for the common defense. Delegales [rom seven
colonies were present, belng from all norin or
the Potomuao, Here the genius of Bepjamin
Franklin prevailed, A plan was pressoted by
this master mind, providiag for what was
called “'a general Governmenl,” aamlonisterad
by a “President - General," where each oolony
agould have represenialives Iln proporiion to
iwe coptributions, Massachusetts and Virglala
having seven each, while New York had only
four; and the first meoeting of Lhe "1enenl Gov-
ernment” was to be at Philadelphia. Hearcely
before this same ysarning for
red again in the Colonial
Cougress at New York, convenad in 1765 onthe
recommendation of Massaouusetls, 1o arrest
the tyranny of Lhe Biamp Acl, and assaulls
upon the common liberties, Nioe colonles were
represented, and after deliberation Hhoy uniea
it & deolaration of righis boitimon to all, Hers
was the insplration of James Otls, the voutnfal
orator of freedom, whose tongue of flame had
already flaahed Lthe ory, “Taxatlon without re.
mrwmeniation 18 tyrapny," and that other ory

orthy of perpetunl memory, “Equality and
the power of the whole withont distinotion of
color.” Hueh were thevolees Lhat heralded our
nation.

THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE MADE A
NEW NATION,

Infependence was declared, Here was an
aot which, from beginning to end, ln every pars
ticular, and in ail s insplrations, was na-
tional, stamping upon the whole Pmpla unlity
in thesupport of humaen rights, It was done
“in the name and by nutnority of the good
people of theso colonies,” cnlled at the begin-
ning “one penple” and 1L was entitled “Daclas«
ration by 1he Representatives of the [Iull,mll'
Biates of Amerlea In Congress assembled,
without & word of separate sovereignty, As a
nationsl aot 1t has Lwo distinat featnres—irsiy
a8 & meveraucoe of the relallons belween Lhe
“gnited colonles” and the moiherscountry; and,
pecondly, ss & declarution of salf-evidant
truihs on which this gevernnoo was justified,

the Declaration of Independenece. 18 sunrs of
white on & field of bine procinim that uonlon of
States constiluting our nationnl consteliniion,
which recelves a newatar with every new State.
The two together slenify unlon past and pre-
sent. The very colors have a language which
was officinlly recognized by onr fathers,. 'White
I for rurlly. red for walor, blue for Jostloe.
And ali togetuer, bunting, stripes, stars, and
colors blazlng lo the sky, inake Lthe flag of our
eauniry, to be eherished by nll our hearts, to bs
uplield by ull our hands.

NATIONAL MOTTO.

There 18 next Lbhe natloual moito,as It ap-
pears on Lhe nutlonal seal, and on the national
money., A common seal and common mouey
are elgng of opatlonal unity, In each tue
Eupreme soverelgnly of the nation 18 manitest.
The Arst Is like the pnational Aag, and stands
for the patlon, especlally In treatles with
foreign powers. Tne second I8 a national con.
venlence, If not necesalty, which walces Lia dis-
linetive characler from the natlon, so Lthat
everywherae iL 18 n representative of the natlion,
Each bas the same familiar motto, B pluribus
Unum, a Latin phrase, whilch sigonlflies From
many One. Its history  allesty s
significanoe, On  the ith of July,
1776, the very day of Independonce, Benjnmin
Frunklin, Jobn Adnms, ana Thomas JetTerson
were appoluted a commitlee to preparea device
for a great seal., They were Lthe ldentleal com-
mitles that had slready reported the Declara-
tion of Independencve itself. Thelr report on
the senl was made 10th August, 1776; aad here
we first meel the natloorl motio, which 1s in
such entire harmony with the Declaration by
which we were made “'one people,” Questions
of detail interveped, and no concluslon was
réached until 16th Jane, 1752, when the present
senl was adopted, belng the Amorican bald
eagle, with the ollve branch in one tajon and a
bundle of thirteen arrows in the other, and In
his beak a seroll bearing the lusoription £ pluri-
btis Unum,

NATIONAL NAME,

There 18 next the natlonal name, which of
isell implies national unity, The Blales are
uot merely allied, associated, comlesced, con-
federated, but they are united, and the Consti-
tution, formed to secure a more perfect union,
is “for the Unlted Biates of Amerlea,” which
term was used as the common name of the
nation, But there was stlll another natlonal
designation, accepted at bome and abroad. Our
count was called “America,'” Here was a
natural, unsought, and insl'notive name-—s
growih and not even a creatlon—implylng
national upity and predominance, If not exolu-
slve power, on the continent. IL was not used
occaslonally or easually, bat oconstantly; not
merely in nawspufern. but 1n officlal dooa-
ments, Notan address of Congress: not & mili-
tary order; not a speech which does uot contaln
this term, at once g0 expansive and so unify-
lng. At the opening of the first Contlnental
Congress Patrick Henry, In another mood from
that of & later day, announced the national
nolty under this very name, After declaring
the boundaries of the several colonles effuced,
and the disunctions between Virginians, Penn-
syivanians, New Yorkers,and New Englanders
as no more, he exclaimed in words of compre-
henslve patriotism, I wm not a Virglnlan, but
an Amerlean,” Congress took up the strailn
and commissioned Washlogton a8 Jommander
In-Chief of the armies *“‘for the defense of
Awmerienn lberty;" and Washington himself,
in bis first general order at CUambridge, on
assuming his great commangd, annonooad
that the armies were “for the defense of the
Hbertles of America;” and In a leltter to
Congreas just before Lthe battle of Tranton he
declired toat be bhad labored *to discsurage
nll kinds of loeal attachments and distino-
thous of country, t.tonomlumlnﬁ the whole by
the greater pame of Amerlea.” 1L 18 not lm
possible that, 1o the lapse of time, history will
vindloate the name mlqlrled by Washington,
which may grow as the Republie, until it be-
comwes the natlural aesignation ol one country,
Our fathers used this term more wisely than
Lthey knew; bul they acted under Providential
guldapce. Is It not sald of God that He has
given names to the stars, “ealling them by the

that God will make him who overcometh s pil-
larin Lhe temple and give him “a new name?"
S0 a8 our stars multiply, and the nation overs
cometh Its adversaries, persaadiogall to s de-
clared griuclplel. everywhere on the conlinent,
it will ummonnlllnr in the umrl:)l:. and the
name of the contiment itsalf will needed to
declure allke 1§ unity and its power,

GEOGRAPHICAL UNITY,

To these “unities” derived from history and
the heart of the ple may be added anotuer
where nature 18 the great teachier; L refer to the
geographical position and configuration of our
couniry, If not of the whole cuntinent, marks-
ing it for one nation, Unity Is written upon it
by the Almighty Hand. In this respect, It dif~
fors much fiom Europe, where for generatlons
sens, rivers, and mouantaios kept people apart
who bud else, “llke kindred drops, commingled
into one,” There 1s no reason why they shonld
not commingle here. Nature lo every form 1s
propitious. Igncmur of {nlercourse, nol less than
common advantage, leads to unlty; bul these
are ours, Here are navigable rivers, pumerous
and famous, belog 8o many highways of travel,
aud a chaln of lakes, sach an inland sen. Then
there {8 nn unexample extent of ocountry
ndapled to rallways; and do npot forgoet that
with the rallway 18 the telegraph, nsing the
lghtniog as iis messenger, 50 L9al Lhe Interros

alory of Job 15 answered, "“Oanst thou send
flghlhluun that they may go?""

ARRIVAL OF MR. CHARLES DICKENS.

His Readings to Commence In Boston on
the 2d and In New York on
the 9th of December,

Bosrow, Nov. 10,—The greut eventin Boston
to day bas been the arrival of Charles Dickens
from Europe per the steamer Cuba,

Through the sagency of the telegraph, nn-
| nouncements wers made which gave currency

10 the bellef that the Cuba and the dis-
| tinguished novellet would arrivelin the middle

of the afternoon, and although there was no
| public ovation or demonstration contempluted,

@ crowd of several thousand persons assembled
| around the wharl whére the steamer was ex.
| pected, and, in spite of the inclemeat weather,
remained until the failore of thewr desire was
nssured, If she had made her time the Cuba
and Mr, Dickens would have been in Boston at
3 o'clock, and inasmuch as there was the un-
usual 1oterraption of half a dogen bours from
Halifax, the fears of a disaster were not without
some shadow of foundation.

At about half-past 7 o'clock, however, it was
apnounced from the Old State House newsroom
that the Cuoba was approaching Hull, on her
couree 1o Boston, and thatshe had been boarded
by the United Btates tugboat Hannibal Hamlip,
and Mr, Dickens taken on board, The tugboat
proceeded immediately to Boston, and arrived
at Long Wharf in about an hour, and full half
an hour in advance of the Cuba.

Amopg those who were on board the tugbont
were Mr, Dolby, the agent of Mr, Dickena; Col-
lector Russell, of the port of Boston; Oliver
Wendell Holmes, General Sherwio, Hon. Josiah
Quincy, Jumes Fields, one of the publishing
tirm of Ticknor & FHields, and several other
literary celebrities, Afler the customary greet-
ings and congratolations, a repast was served on
bourd the Hamlin, and when it was finlshed
ghe had arrived at her dock in Boston. The
arty then took cnrrlages. and proceeded
mmediately to the Purker House, where Mr,
Dickens will remain uniil his departure for
New York,

The first geries of his readiogs wall begin in
Tremout Temple on the evening of December 2,
and his first in New York will be given on the
evening of the 9th,

Mr, Dickens’ veyage from Liverpool to Bosion
wasoue of uninterrupted pleasure, and, while
decliviug for the present all public ovatlons, he
nevertheless feels profoundly [grateful for tne
many mavifestations of welcome which the
American people have already shown towards
him, Mr. Dolby, his advance agent, has alrcady
disposed of some eight thousand tlckets to his
tirst geries of Boston readingd, sod there is no
apparent diminution in the number of appli-
cante, A coonsmderable number of them have
probably been brought up by speculators.
